JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA, 

From this port our latest date is to the 3rd March, The 
outward mail of the 10th January had not arrived. 

The most interesting intelligence relates to the hostility said 
to be exhibited by the Prince of Satsuma to the opening of 
Hiogo, There is much room for doubt how far the apparent 
desire on the part of foreigners for the opening of new ports 
is real, In Japan, as in China, large firms have been with- 
drawing their agencies from the small ports, and this cannot 
be taken to indicate any great anxiety for the opening of new 
ones, of the commercial capabilities of which we are necessarily 
uncertain. The inference drawn from Satsuma’s disposal of his 
palaces at Yedo appears to have been exaggerated. Out of

‘NAGASAKI, 

Our advices from this port are to the 11th March, but there 
is an entire absence of news. A line of steam packets has now 
been established between Shanghai and Nagasaki. The Hiogo 
is already known as a regular trader on this line, and the Aviso 
will henceforth run with the Hiogo week by week. , 


CHINA. . 
PEKING, 

From Peking and Tientsin we have dates to the 12th March. 
Mr. Hart was then leaving Peking for Europe, with an official 
of high rank named Ping, who is under orders to proceed to 
Europe and make such observations on the trade, &., of 
western countries as may be useful to his own Government, 
He has been connected with the Customs, and his intercourse 
with foreigners has rendered him eminently fitted for the post 
to which he has been appointed, and he is said be a man of 
liberal and enlightened ideas, No doubt this is the first step 
towards an embassy, but Ping has not been accredited, although 
the foreign Governments have already been apprised of his de- 
parture. He is a brother-in-law of Kang Kee, well known to 
foreigners as formerly hoppo at Canton. Messrs. Bowra and 
De Champs, of the Customs service, will accompany Ping to 
Europe as interpreters, and his native staff consists of three 
mandarins .bearing the white button, and one bearing a gold. 
button. 

Wen ,Seang has gained a victory with the disciplined con- 
tingent over the northern insurgents. The Imperial troops are 
said to have behaved remarkably well. 

The Peking spring race meeting is appointed for the 4th April. 
‘That it will prove a marked success is confidently expected, as 
the Tientsin people have offered a Tientsin Cup, and the Cus- 
toms have given a Haiquan Challenge Cup, such worth Tis. 100. 

HANKOW. 

From copies of the Hankow Times it appears that the 
Imperialist authorities are contemplating and taking active 
measures for the suppression of the insurgents in the noigh- 
bourhood. In addition to the “ braves” who have advanced, 
Li Hung-chang has ordered 3,000 of his troops to the scere of 
action. 

Native reports from Hupeh inform us that seventy-seven spies 
and Nienfei agents have been arrested in Wuchang and at Han- 
kow, and that there is serious ground to fear that the attempts 
of the insurgents to overthrow the Imperial power in the field 
are seconded by the efforts of traitors within the camps. It is 
almost needless to say that after a kind of drum-head court 
martial the seventy-seven unfortunates who were seized were 
beheaded, and their heads exhibited on the walls of Wuchang. 

M. Giquel (Commissioner of Customs) has started a Franco 
Chinese Force with ten Europeans (as officers) all Frenchmen, 
‘They are to live on the Wachang side of the water; their pay 
is from 200 dols. to 400 dols. per month, M. Giquel is at the 
head of it. He gets 500 dola. in addition to hit own salary, 
which is 500 tacls. At a meeting held at the Hankow Club on 
the 27th February, it was resolved to establiah a Chamber of 
Commerce on the same basis as the Shanghai Chamber. 

SHANGHAI. 

From this port we have dates to the 20th March. The out- 

ward mail of 26th January had arrived on the i6th March. 
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A lengthy correspondence has taken place between the 
stewards of the Shanghai Club and twenty-one of its members 
who have seceded [on account of alleged neglect of duty on the 
part of the former. Some scandal is said to have arisen, which 
in the opinion of the seceders called for an investigation by the 
atewards, who however take a different view of the matter. 
The correspondence terminates by the stewards declining to 
receive the last letter sent to them. 

‘A case of some importance, although the amount involved 
was trifling, has been decided before the puisne judge, Messrs. 
Oppert and Co. sued Mr. Fergusson for the value of some tin 
which the latter alleged he had bought as broker for a Chinaman, 
who, however, never took delivery. Messrs. Oppert alleged 
that Mr. Forgusson never mentioned the Chinaman, but bought 
as for himself. The judged ruled that parol evidence of a 
bargain could not be admitted, and as there was no written 
evidence the decision must be adverse to the plaintiffs. 

A large quantity of copper cash is in circulation which has 
been imported from Japan, and forms part of the coin in which 
the Mikado paid the Simonoseki indemnity instalment, As 
many as 210,285 strings, of a thousand each, had been reported 
at the Custom-house as landed; and as the average market 
value is 950 per Mexican, this gives a sum of say $221,350. 
As compared with Chinese in similar number and equivalent, 
the Japan import weighs three quarters of a Canton catty less 
than the very debased article heretofore passing in the market 
as current coin of the celestial realm—that is to say, 950 of 
the Japan import, weigh 4} catties; the Chinese 950 weigh 
5 catties, Notwithstanding this difference in weight of metal, 
Chinese traders and house compradors, both at Shanghai and 
at the river ports, give Japanese import the preference, although 
they seem to feel extreme astonishment at seeing the device on 
the coin tuke equal place with that of their Sovereign regnant. 

A serious accident had occurred to S.S.N. Co.’s steamer 
Kiangtse, running between Shanghai and Ningpo. It appears 
that leaving Shanghai at her usual hour, she encountered one 
of those thick fogs so prevalent at this season of the year, and 
Capt. Law suggested to the native pilot, a man who baa been on 
the route for years, the advisability of anchoring. This was 
about 4 4.4. The pilot said “No, go on,” and the consequence 
was that, about five, just as day was breaking, stem on they 
went to the island marked on the chart Tapang, close 
to Kintang, and about ten miles from Chinhai, the 
entrance of the Ningpo river. The shock was so great 
as to lead to a supposition that there was immediate danger ; 
though the way the water rushed in, and soon rose to the level of 
the furnaces, showed that it was even dangerous to back off,— 
soundings on the quarter giving a depth of five fathoms, The 
moment was critical—but the man in command was equal to 
the emergency; and leaving the engineers to keep the fires up 
with tallow and other things the best way they could—(no 
draught could he got to help the coals)—he at once lowered 
the boats and landed the passengers, 120 Chinese and one 
European (Mr. Cerruti). Some thirty chests of opium 
were got ready for bundling into the boats, if necessity 
arose, too, and this being effected, he directed the engineers to 
back astern, and when off it was found that no more water was 
made than could be kept under till they got to their journey’s 
end, where the vessel was{so far secured by sail cloth, &., 
over the damaged part, as to enable her to return to Shanghai 
in the usual course. On being docked, it was found that the dead 
wood, from the copper line down, was ground away to the depth 
of three feet inwards, so necessitating the removal of all the 
bow planking to lengths in some places of twenty feet. Such 
8 wound in a ship's frame, and yet, jfor her {to live under it, is 
described as unexampled ; and the report goes that the delay of a 
quarter of an hour more would have seen the last of the S.S, N. 
Co.'s Kiangtse, 

The question with the Chinese authorities relative to the 
recovery of half duties on repacking teas has been satisfactorily 
settled by the French Minister. A proviso is mado in the 
agreement entered into that an inspector shall be sent from 
the Custom-house to ‘superintend the repacking, We par- 
ticipate in the benefits of the arrangement made by M. 
Bellonet_ under the “favoured nation ” clause. 

There has been no further interference on the part of the 
Chinese with respect to native theatres on the foreign con- 
cessions, 

The Taoutai has sent a despatch to the Acting Consul, stating 
that the Tsungli Yamen have, after consultation with Sir 
Rutherford Alcock, issued instructions that no foreigners shall 





be allowed to go up the river except in Chinese boats. This 
may not seem important in itsclf, but as “a straw shows 
how the wind blows,” it may prove to be the narrow end of 
the wedge which the Chinese Government are wishing to insert 
with a view of keeping at a distance the “ irrepressible” 
foreign devils whom they condescended to affect‘friendly rela- 
tions with, and ask assistance from, during the time of their 
greatest need. 

On the morning of the 8th March the body of a French 
policeman named Barron was discovered in the Yang-king-pang, 
close to the bridge which leads from the old racecourse into the 
French Concession. He had been on duty in the back streets 
during the night, and had evidently been set upon and foully 
murdered, no less than thirty-five wounds having been inflicted 
on his head and neck, A large pool of blood outside a house 
in the neighbourhood of the bridge pointed out the scene of the 
outrage, but the house itself, together with those in the imme- 
diate vicinity, had been deserted. Eighteen natives, supposed 
to have been implicated in the murder, have been arrested and 
subjected to examination, and no doubt torture,{by the Chi- 
Hien. The inquest on the body and the necessary examination 
of the scene of the crime took up a very considerable time, and 
thus the investigation by the native magistrates has not yet 
been concluded. 

A case of much importance to shipping interests in general 
was tried lately before Sir Edmund Hornby, the Judge of the 
Supreme Court at Shanghai. The plaintiffs sued for a cleim on 
bottomry against the British ship Nimrod, the indebtedness 
having been incurred by the master on the part of the owners 
of the ship, for repairs done to the vessel, and other expenses. 
The point of law involved in this case was the meaning of the 
words “ foreign vessel” in the wording of the 6th section of 
the 3rd and 4th Vict. ch. 65, which runs as follows :— That 
the repairs should be ‘ in the nature of towage or for necessa- 
ries supplied to any foreign ship or sea-going vessel.’” The 
judge decided by precedent that the term “ foreign vesscls ” 
applied to all not under the British flag. It is very 
important (says the China Mail) that merchants and 
others, before advancing money on bottomry, should see that 
the repairs for which they advance the necessary funds are 
absolutely required to evablo the ship to incur a sea risk, and 
that the master is unable to raise the money in any other way. 
In the case in question it appeared that the ship at the time 
the bottomry bond was executed had no engagement, and that 
the repairs were not absolutely necessary ; it was therefore 
decided by the judge that the plaintiffs could not recover ; 
and while giving judgment admitted the hardship which was 
thus entailed upon them, at the same time mentioning that the 
greatest circumspection should be observed in all cases in which 
money is advanced to masters of ships, for repairs, &c., in any 
other way than in the ordinary routine of business. 

HONG KONG. 

From Hong Kong we have files of papers to the 27th 
March, on which day the French mail steamer left. The 
outward mails of the 10th February had not arrived. 

The following notification has appeared in the Hong Kong 
Government Gazette:—His Excellency Sir Richard Graves 
MacDonnell, C.B, Governor and Commander-in-Chief, has been 
pleased to appoint Lieutenant Hopton Scott Stewart, of Her 
Majesty's 11th Regiment of Foot, to bo Aide-de-Camp and 
Private Secretary from the 12th instant inclusive—13th 
March, 

Popular report, which in Hong Kong at least is not the most 
truthful medium of news, asserts that it is the intention of Sir 
RB. MacDonnell to take steps for the construction of a now road 
round the island. Without inquiring too curiously into the 
question as to whether he has actually enunciated such an in- 
tention, says the Evening Mail, wo may be permitted to express 
the hope that any of his ideas which may tend to the comfort 
of the residents may be successfully carried out; and in 80 
doing would draw attention to the fact that, by some unac- . 
countable mischance, the roads of Hong Kong are by no means 
in so satisfactory a state as those under the vigilant care of the 
Governor of Macao, We are aware that the engineering diffi- 
culties are much greater at Houg Kong than on the Portuguese 
peninsula, but it certainly does not reflect much credit on us 
that we should be so vastly excelled by a colony which we are 
apt, and pretty rightly in many cases,to hold up as an example 
of a good deal which is the reverse of what it is pleasing to 
the public to witness, 

It was said that Mr. S, Leyard Phelps, formerly of the United 
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States Navy, and now agent in China for the new line of 
steamers to ran next year between Hong Kong or Shanghai 
and San Francisco, was about to proceed to Shanghai in the 
Wyoming, for the purpose of making the necessary arrangements 
touching the establishment of the projected line. With regard 
to the other vessels forming the U.S. squadron appointed to 
serve on the China station, the flag ship Hartford (Admiral 
Bell, 22 guns, 1,900 tons) is now at Hong Kong; the Relief 
(store ship) is at Macao; and the Skenandouk (Captain Gold- 
borough, 8 guns, 1,378 tons) is on her way to Hong Kong, 
having left Philadelphia on the 2nd of December. 

Tho Evening Mail says :—“ From private letters we learn 
that the War-office authorities contemplate sending a West 
Indian regiment to Hong Kong, in order to avoid the payment 
of Indian allowances. A regulation more unfair to officers sta- 
tioned at a place so expensive as Hong Kong could hardly be 
put in force, and we trust the influenve of such men as Sir Hope 
Grant, Sir John Mitchel, and Sir Charles Staveley, who are well 
acquainted with the circumstances attending life in the East, 
will be exerted on behalf of the already under-paid military 
officers in China and Japan.” 

The Opossum, Lieutenant St. John, arrived in harbour on the 
23rd March, bringing in a piratical junk with thirty-four 
prisoners, which was captured in the very act of attacking a 
lorcha, while employed in attempting to raise the treasure lost 
in the accident which happened to the Ainshan some time ago, 
when several boxes of specie were washed overboard by a 
heavy sea, The vessel it appears is a fishing junk, but when 
business is slack takes a piratical cruise, for which she is well 
prepared, being armed with nine heavy guns, and the usual 
miscellaneous assortment of boarding pikes and stinkpots. The 
crew will no doubt be handed over to the mandarins at Canton. 

The Opossum left again to cruise on the West Coast, where she 
went to place where she lately did such execution ; on arriving 
there she could neither seevor hear of them, so returned to Macao. 
We are happy to hear that Mr. Thomas and the man lately in- 
jured in the blowing up of a pirate junk, have nearly recovered 
from their injuries, and will soon be able to return to their 
duties. 

We learn from Whampoa that one of the coolies on board 
the British ship Pride of the Ganges, now loading again for 
Demerara, has been recognised as having been one of those 
who were on board at the time of the rising on her first voyage. 
The man, though uot believed to have taken part in the mutiny 
has been secured, 

It is satisfactory to find that a new channel of trade has 
been opened in the neighbourhood of Hong Kong. Some time 
ago it was announced that Consul Robertson had obtained from 
the Chinese authorities of Canton permission for the river 
steamers to call at Chuen-pee. Mr. Heard’s company has already 
availed itself of this permission, and has opened trade with the 
place. The permission is at present limited to three months, 
so that the wishes of the Peking government can be ascertained 
before any permanent arrangement is made, but the first is the 
important step. The company is to be allowed to have a re- 
ceiving ship at Chuen-pee, and as a temporary measure has 
stationed the steamer Fee-Pang off the place, to be used as a 
hulk. The steamers call for cargo and passengers both in 
going and coming. There are four European custom-house 
officials stationed on board the hulk, but cargo destined for 
Chuen-pec has in the first instance to be taken up to Canton 
to be passed there. Cargo from Canton to Chuen-pee can, of 
course, be discharged without difficulty. Chuan-pee may, in 
consequence of the communication now opened up, become a 
very important outlet of trade. It ought to drain the Shok- 
lupg sugar district, and be the port of Taiping. 

Governor Amaral (says a correspondent of the Evening Mail) 
has been trying to relieve Macao of the old stigma in regard to 
coolies. The laws are strictly carried out, and a coolie can no 
longer be kidnapped ; all those who leave Macao now volun- 
tarily assent to an agreement read in Chineso and Portugnese, 
which they can reject or decline, but which, when signed by 
themselves and the Procurador (a Portuguese Government 
officer), binds them to proceed to the countries mentioned. 
Two examinations of this kind are necessary before the intend- 
ing emigrant goes on board ship, and every ship before sailing 
is inspected by a Portuguese officer appointed for the purpose. 
Governor Amaral himself visits repeatedly the several barra- 
coons in Macao, and generally exerts himself (he is a most ac- 
tive independent man) to see that none of the abuses for which 
Macao formerly had auch a bad name exist in the present day. 





— 
When he has succeeded in catching those infringing the 
regulations in any way, he has been severe and unrelenting in 
his sentences and punishment. I visited some houses called 
barracoons and expected really to find men lying about ina 
confined space like penned cattle, I was dissapointed; the 
door of the house stood open, and the Chinamen I saw (wretched 
half starved looking creatures certainly they appeared) could go 
out or in just as easily as I did, and I did not see a soul either 
at the door or guarding them in any way. Some were sick, and 
were in separate rooms with attendants at their sides. The 
result of my visits and inquiries induces me to believe that 
some of the justly condemned iniquities of the coolie trade can 
no longer exist in Macao. Governor Amaral has also erected 
new barracks for the Portuguese garrison, which are large, airy, 
and light ; the poor troops must think them a wonderful change 
from the low, damp, and dark quarters they have hitherto oo- 
cupied. The lighthouse also is a late innovation, and reflects 
not only a welcome light visible to the distant vessel of all 
classes, but wonderful credit on the Governor, who conceived 
and carried out the project. 

With reference to the above the Evening Mail says :—“ Our 
correspondent’s remarks respecting Governor Amaral are, we 
have every reason to believe, true. We have long been aware 
that no one has been more solicitous to remove the ‘coolie 
scandal’ from Macao than he has been for some time past, 
and we doubt not that he has also been properly seconded by 
those under his immediate control. But edmitting all this, 
we must still point out that the means he has taken must be 
inefficient so long as the present system of ‘crimps,’ é.¢. 
Chinese brokers, procurors, or agents is allowed to continue. 
The fact that the ‘ barracoons ’—call them ‘ lodging-houses’ 
not to tread on tender toes—are open and unguarded, goes 
for nothing, and for the following reasons. To obtain 
‘volunteers ’ for emigration, Chinese agents travel through 
the county much as our recruiting officers do, and 
having dazzled the eyes of the Chinese chaw-bacons and 
their friends, with the unaccustomed gift of a few dollars, 
send or accompany them to certain coolie emigration offices. 
So far nothing is unfair, always presuming that the Chinese 
agents act honestly ; the Chinese themselves assert, however, 
that the said agents kidnap many of the coolies sent down to 
the ports; of this we have no means of judging, except from 
the native proclamations issued by Chinese of good repute; 
but the question is immaterial as regards the point we are 
now seeking to prove. The coolies on arrival at the ports are 
then taken to the emigration office, where, as described by 
our correspondent, they sign a document binding themselves 
to proceed to the countries indicated, and the remainder of 
the programme, which is open and above board enough, is 
carried out.” 

The report of the colonial surgeon, Dr. Murray, for the year 
1865 had been publishedJin the Government Gazette, and pre- 
sents some very interesting features. The first paragraph of Dr. 
Murray’s report, says the China Mail, will somewhat astonish 
those who have of late both at home and abroad been painting 
a residence at Hong Kong in such sombre colours. The actual 
proportion of mortality amongst all classes of the inhabitants 
during 1865 is stated by Dr. Murray to have been enormously 
greater than in preceding years. But, on the other hand, “the 
general average mortality of the resident European and American 
population has been below that of the two years immediately pre- 
ceding.” From this we may fairly argue that so long as the 
predisposing causes to disease can be avoided, the chances of 
exemption are increased to a very satisfactory extent. 

Small-pox was not particularly active during 1865, and 
cholera might be said to have been absent in its epidemic 
form ; but Dr. Murray’s report informs us that a disease which 
has hitherto been confined to Africa and the Western hemi- 
sphere bas at length made its appearance in Hong Kong. 

The report says :—‘ An epidemic, however, of quite as start- 
ling character was first recognised in Victoria Gaol upon the 
3rd of March, when a prisoner, who was said to have come 
directly from Macao, was seized with symptoms closely resem- 
bling those of yellow fever. No new case occurred until the 
15th of the same month, and during the whole of March there 
had been 5 cases only, but of these three had terminated 
fatally. The disease increased rapidly until it attained it acmé 
on the 2nd of May, on which day there were 46 cases in hos- 
pital, inclusive of 15 admissions on that day. From that period 
it commenced to decline, but did not entirely disappear until 
there had been 373 admissions and 40 deaths. 
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“As far as I could ascertain the fact, the disease proved to be 
contagious but vot infectious, and the period of incubation 
about 10 days, It was undoubtedly a form of yellow fever. 

“The disease was not, however, limited to Victoria Gaol, but 
prevailed throughout the town, among the lower classes princi- 
pally. There are 103 cases recorded as admitted into the 
Government Civil Hospital, of which né less than 40 died; but 
it is a little doubtful whether these were all ascertained cases of 
tho epidemic and not in some simply a severo form of bilious 
fever, Many of the men admitted were nearly or quite mori- 
bund when sent to hospital, and 20 dead bodies were sent there 
or examination after death, in which the same ‘epidemic had 
been the active agent. I notice that two cases of bilious fever 
were admitted into the Seamen's Hospital, both of which proved 
fatal. Possibly they may have been cases of the epidemic. 

“The disease was most easily studied in the gaol, and upon 
the observation of it, as it there presented itself, I have based 
theso remarks. As I have already said, the number of admis- 
sions were 373 and the deaths 40, giving a percentage of 
10.75 deaths, which after all is not very high for any epidemic, 
and nothing in comparison to the usual mortality in cholera, 
Very few Europeans were attacked, a comparatively small 
number of Indians, and no females were brought under its in- 
uence. 

“Tt is a curious fact that the British ship 7ricolor left} this 
port for Dutch Guiana on the 2nd of May, when this epidemic 
was at its worst, with 480 coolies on board, and that upwards 
of 200 died on the voyage, as far as can be ascertained, from 
the effects of somewhat similar epidemic, 

“Poverty and destitution appeared to be one of the most 
marked predisposing causes of the disease, and the long drought 
and great heat were probably in some measures the exciting 
causes,” 

The “China Directory” of Messrs. Shortrede and Co. for 
the current year has at length been published. The illness 
of the late proprietor for some considerable period anterior to 
his death, materially interfered with the progress of a publica- 
tion which required an extensive correspondence with the ports 
in China, Siam, and Japan, besides involving a great increase 
of work in the compositors’ department. On the firm passing 
into the hands of tho present proprietors it was found necessary 
to almost recommence the work afresh, on account of a large 
portion of the copy having been mislaid, while the unavoidable 
delay caused by the necessity of awaiting fresh corrections from 
the more distant ports increased the difficulties of an earlier 
publication. 

A startling accident has taken place at the new dock, now in 
course of construction at Aberdeen, The bar of earth left in 
its natural state as a dam to keep out the water while the works 
were proceeding at the upper end of the dock, gave way, and 
admitted a rush of water which flooded and speedily filied the 
The men at work at the time were enabled to make 
their escape, and fortunately none have been drowned. ‘Ihe 
progress of the works must be delayed considerably, however, 
as adock 400 feet long and 20 fect deep cannot be emptied so 
readily as it may be filled, We are informed that the necessary 
pumping apparatus has been sent for. It secins strange that 
the natural dam should have been weakened to such an extent 
as to allow of this catastrophe. 

The following particulars are published of the piratical attack 
on the Danish brig Dannevirke briefly noticed in our last issue : 
—The Dannevirke left Hong Kong on the 28th of February at 
7am; at half-past 12 the pilot went on shore abreast of 
A-chow point. At half-past 1 p.st. they had a lorcha closa to 
windward, but did not suppose her to be a pirate, but all at 
once they saw the stiukpots hoisted aloft, which left them without 
doubt concerning her real character, They made everything 
ready for action, fired from the bow, and midships six-pounders, 
the lorcha dropped astern out of the way of the big guns and 
followed the brig in her skidwater, where they could reach him 
only with small one-pounders; they kept on firing out of the 
latter guns—the lorcha came nevertheless closer and closer. 
Suddenly he hove a lot of stinkpots on deck. Captain Mogen- 
sen, and his mate went aloft, and the men retired to the 
forecastle because it was impossible to stand the sulphur smoke 
of the stinkpots, The pirates came on deck and ordered the 
mate to come down from the waiutop. He obeyed, aud they 
ed him whether he had any money, and where the captain 
was. He answered that he had no money, whereupon the 
pirates Ict him free, but ordered the captain to come down from 
the foretop. He would not obey, but some of them went aloft 













with pistols and swords to fetch him, whereupon he came down, 
They asked him if he had any money ; he said “No.” The 
pirates would not believe it, and several grasped him to heave 
him overboard ; they had lifted him already from the deck, when 
the pirate chief ordered his men to leave Captain Mogensen 
alone ; whereupon he ordered him to deliver up all valuable 
goods, as well those belonging to the ship as his own and the 
crew's, otherwise he would burn the ship and murder the crew. 
Thereupon Captain Mogensen resolved to save his and his 
crew's life, and the ship from destruction, and did what the 
pirates wanted. After the pirates had taken every valuable 
thing away, they left the ship, and the Dannevirke continued 
her voyage to Saigon. 





STRAITS OF MALACCA. 
SINGAPORE, 

It was noticed in our last that a dinner had been given to 
Sir R. B. McCausland, on the occasion of his resigning the 
office of Recorder and of his departure for home. The com- 
mittee selected to conduct the affair consisted of Messrs. W. 
H. Read, G, H. Harrison, J. J. Greenshields, J. Davidson, EK. 
J. Leveson, R, C. Woods, D, Rodger, A. E. Schmidt, S. Short, 
J. S. Scrymgeour, A. von der Hyde, and Dr. Little. The 
banquet took place in the Town-hall, Mr, W. H. Read officiating 
as Chairman and Mr. J, J. Greenshields as Vice. To the 
former it fell, of course, to propose the health of the Recorder 
as the guest of tho evening. In the course of his reply the 


hon. and learned gentleman said :— 

‘What my future lot in life may be, it is impomible for me to say; that 
remains in the hands of the great Disposer of Events; but whatever it 
may be, [shall ever remember with honest pride and gratitude that to 
Singapore I am indebted for that exalted position and those high honours 
to which I could scarcely have hoped to have attained by remaining at the 
practice of my profession in my native land; and whether my lot be one 
of peaceful retirement and obscurity, which I very much covet, or versed 
once more in the active duties of public life, the inhabitants of Singapore 
will always be entitled to command any services which it may be in my 
power to render to them. (Loud and repeated cheers.) Now, gentle- 
men, I have again to thank you for the kindness which you have shown to 
me on this occasion, for this magnificent entertainment, and for the en- 
thusiastic manner in which the mention of my name has been received. 
It is not my intention to trespass longer upon your indulgence, but before 
Isit down I wish to avail miyself of the privilege usually, I believe, ac- 
corded to a guest on these occasions, and 1 feel confident that the toast 
which I'am about to propose will meet due horour at your hands; for I 
am happy to say that, though there are clouds still lowering over the West, 
T have been assured by one of your best known and most honourable mer- 
chants that a great deal of money has been lately made in 
Singapore. Long may it continue so. My toast is, “The 
prosperity of Singapore,” coupled with a name which, when it 
shall be mentioned, will I am sure be received with rapturous applause. 
I shall not venture or attempt to enumerate all the public services which 
that distinguished individual has rendered; for the omission of any one 
might be fatal to the task. But whether it be free-trade, or Freemasonry ; 
gas works or a gambling farm ; a secret society which has just started up, 
or a grand jury presentment to put it down; a screw-pile pier, or a 
railway; Patent Slips and Docks; the ;Suez Canal, or any other 
iggings of The Delta; and lastly, but by no means least, the 
total and absolute transfer of the entire’ of the Straits Settlements 
and its Government from the cold embraces of poor old John 
Co. (now alas no more), to the fostering care of a Colonial Secretary 
and the tender mercies of a Chancellor of the Exchequer,—for each and 
all these services the inhabitants of Singapore, and 1 myself among the 
umber, feel deeply indebted to our worthy chairman, William Henry 

ead. 

To this the Chairman responded— 

Gentlemen,—In return for the very flattering terms in which my health 
has been proposed, I can only say that our guest has taken no unfair 
advantage of me, for although I certainly anticipated that the chairman's 
health would be proposed, I thought it would be late in the evening, by 
which time I could, have collected my ideas and steadied my nerves. But 
really after such good words and such a catalogue of offences or virtues, I 
hardly know which, I feel at a loss to return thanks, I can only say in a 
general way, that my wish has always been to do what I can for the 
benefit of Singapore. The whole matter is comprised in a very 
small compass. Singapore was claimed by the English, and the 
British flag was first hoisted on the 6th February 1819, and I 
came into this world on the 7th ofthe same February. My father was one 
of the earliest merchants of the place—my mother passed several years of 
her life here—the first. place I knew on the map was Singapore ; in fact 
Singapore has been intimately interwoven with my whole life from its be- 
ginning, and will possibly continue to be 80 to itsend. (Cheers.) I 
have therefore felt’ more than a common regard for the place. . In fact I 
love it, and whether it may be considered a malformation of the man or 
mind, Ihave always considered it my duty to look after the Inte1 
Singapore, to promote the prosperity, whether political or commerc 
the place. Cheers.) There may have been instances i 
I have made mistakes—(* No, no”)—but these must be attributed to 
over zeal; but that ] have done some good in my time is proved by the 
manner in which you have received the toast. (Cheers.) Whether the 
Colonial Minister or the Chancellor of the Exchequer may be of the same 
opinion as myself or not, 1do think that if we get here a Legislative 
Council we shall be able to legislate on the spot, and we shall then pro- 
bably obtain laws which ought to hare been granted long ago. (Cheers. ) 
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I thank you much for the manner in which you have received the toast so 
bandsoniely proposed by his Honour the Recorder; and Ican only say 
that my services, such as they. are, are at your disposal at any time you 
may require them. (Loud cheers.) 

Mr. Greenshields proposed the next toast, the health of the 
Governor, Colonel Cavenagh, whom he lauded for his accessi- 
bility and readiness to attend to any proposal that tended to 
the good of the place, noticing also the zeal and interest he dis- 
played in the cause of education, The Governor replied, ex- 
pressing his earnest desire to deal fairly and justly with every 
matter brought to his consideration, aud to advance to the 
utmost the interests of the important settlement committed to 
his charge. The toast of “Our Guests,” introduced by Mr. 
Davidson, was eloquently acknowledged by the Rev. Mr, Wator- 
house, who took the opportunity of eulogising Sir R. McCaus- 
land as “a judge, a gentleman, a friend, aud a man.” His 
Honour the Governor then gave “ The Merchants,” thauks being 
returned by Mr. Paterson, who said :— 

Colonel Cavenagh had remarked that only forty years had elapsed since 
this settlement was founded by Sir Stamford Raffles, and had enlarged 
upon its present position; he would therefore only add that with free 
trade as its basis the progress of commerce in this part of the world during 
the ensuing forty years promised to be more surprising. It had been said 
that twenty languages might be heard daily in our streets, and he would 
state without fear of contradiction, the speakers thereof, when they returned 
to their respective countries, would heartily testify not less to the justice 


they received than to the freedom which they had enjoyed under the 
British Government. 


Dr. Little gave the toast of “the Bar,” stating that among 


the lawyers be had formed many true and lasting friendships :— 
Twenty-five years ago I made the acquaintance of Mr. 
(Cheers.) A more honest or a better man never lived, who now enj 
comfortable independence. on the fruits of long labours in his professional 
career. Next to him I must name Mr. Abraham Logan, whom you well 
know as a sound lawyer. Of his brother, Mr. J. R. Logan, words would 
fail to express his worth. I know him well—both personally as a friend 
and as the promoter of the * Journal of the Indian] Archipelago,” which 
had it been published at home would have earned him a wreath of cternal 
fame (cheers) :—as a lawyer, the soundest in the Straits—and of an un- 
equalled judgment. These, gentlemen, are the friend: of ageneration 
ago, but we have among us one who worthily represents them now. If 
itted to trace his career, where™could we find a better lesson of 
industry and determination—one who has eared the honourable respect of 
every one who knows him, and now enjoys amongst his family a comfort- 
able independence? 


. Mr. Wood returned thanks on behalf of the Bar, and Mr. J. 
Murray having proposed “the Ladies,” the Governor and the 
Recorder retired shortly after, the banquet terminatiug about 
eleven o'clock, 

‘The three scamen whom wo have referred to before as 
having been converted to Mahomedanism (observes the Free

Happily for all, wo live in the days of religious tolera- 
tion, and every one may be of what faith or erced he 
may consider best for the welfare of his soul; yet wo 
much fear that no such consideration has moved the 
minds of these deluded wretches. And indeed, as we have 
already shown, the inducement was the payment of certain 
debts they had contracted in the low public-houses, as 
well as the additional incentive of a bribe in money paid down 
in hard cash. We wish for the sake of example that these 
three seamen, whose names we publish in full, in hopes of 
arousing in their minds some small sense of shame, could be 
compelled to march round our town decked in a fool’s cap and 
bells, which would be # becoming addition to the garb they 
now wear, and further, that after their peregrination had been 
completed, the magistrate had power to order James Bryce, 
Bernard Cunningham, and George McLaiue, to Le thrashed with 
that rod which has ever been considered good for the fool’s 
back: 

The schooner Water Lily reports that on her recent passage 
from Batavia she fell in with the British ship Grassmere, from 
Shanghai to London, ashore on the mud bank off first Point 
Banca Straits. The vessel had been then three days ashore. 
The Water Lily offered assistance in lightening her, which was 
refused, though offered at intervals during five days that the 
Water Lily remained by her, expecting her assistance to be 
required. But the captain of the Grassmere determined to do 
without help, broke out his cargo of tea and threw ballast over- 
board, as well as all the superfluous ship's stores, after which 
she came off. Captain of Water Lily supposes the Grassmere 
would have to go to Batavia for ballast. 

The Russian steam man-of-war Jsumrude, & guns, 200 men,

Commander C. Brilzen, from Batavia, arrived in the harbour 
on the 8th March at 5 pw. She left Batavia on the 4th, and 
is bound for Japan. The Russian steam corvette Ascold, 330 
men, 17 guns, Commander Polozoffs, from Batavia, arrived in 
tie harbour on the 9th March. Bound for Hong Koug, and 
expected to sail on the 13th March. 

‘A charge of stabbing was investigated before Licut. H. Burn, 
Marine Magistrate, on the 16th and 17th March. Captain 
Overbury, of the British ship Albert Victor, which vessel lately 
arrived from Liverpool, brought the charge against a Euro- 
pean scatnan named Peter Short, belonging to the said ship, 
for stabbing the chief, mate, Mr. Walter Thomson, on the 20th 
Jaruary last, at sea, in lat. 34.20 N., long 92.30 E. The 
magistrate was of opinion that the case was one of assault 
merely, as the man appeared to have acted in_ self-defence, and 
therefore sentenced the prisoner to four months’ imprisonment. 
in the House of Correction with hard labour. 

PENANG. 

During the list four or five years (says tho Gazelte) coffee 
planting bas had a pretty fair trial in Penang, and we are con- 
strained to come to the conclusion that here coffee culture will 
not pay—in fact,"that it-is nearly a complete failure. The 
plants during the first twelve or eighteen months grow well 
and are strong enough, but as soon as they commence bearing, 
and when the long droughts set in (which by the way we 
have had for the last three years), the plants become scraggy, 
lose their leaves—partly through drought and partly from tho 
ravages of insccts—and eventually dic. In a rich soil and 
under a shade the plants stand better and do not appear to suffer 
much from insects, but the crop is inferior in quantity, 
and, except near dwelling-houses, the cultivator has a small 
chance of reaping any harvest whatever. ‘This is not cheering, 
but it is a fact, and we cannot advocate an extension of coffee 
planting in Penang. These remarks apply especially to the 
plain ; the plants on the Great Hill still bear, but their exten- 
sions seem bounded to the present iocalities round the Bunga- 
lows, In the province the only coffeo plants that are worth 
anything are those planted near houses. Some remarks made 
twenty years ago by Mr. Thompson and Colonel Low, both 
acute observers, fully bear out what we have here written. 

Wo have repeatedly called atteation (remarks the same 
journal) in these columns to the ravages made by the Koombang 
beetle amongst the cocoanuts near town. The evil is getting 
worse every day, and woare not exaggerating when we say that 
thousands of trees have already been killed, the destruction of 
which might easily have been avoided. The dead stumps are 
allowed to remain until they fall, or in some placos are 
cut down and allowed to rot upon the ground; in either 
case they become hot-beds for the larvw of the beetle 
and the best possible nurseries for their propagation. 
Owners can of course do nothing but examine their trees and 
catch as many as possible; but no attention can prevent trecs 
being attacked when your next door neighbour's compound is 
full of dead and dying trees. The matter has become so serious 
that it requires very little gift of prophecy to foretell that in 
ten years hence, unless some stringent remedy be applied, we 
shall have the same failure of cocoanut trees as we have already 
expericnced among the nutmeg trees. Uutil some means or 
other, whether by Government or otherwise, are taken in the 
matter, we advise owners of cocoanut trees to burn every dead 
stump and keep no manure heaps in their compounds,

TAX PAYERS AND TROOPS. 


Under the above heading the Hong Kong Evening Mail has 
the following apt remarks on the benefits which really accrue to 
the colony in return for the unjustifiably heavy tax levied upon 
it for the support of its shamefully misused garrison :—  * 

In accordance with our expressed intention, we proceed to make a few 
observations as to how this colony will be affected by the intended reduc- 
tion of the troops stationed here, ‘The difficulty of procuring anything 
like reliable information regarding military details has precluded us from 
doing so ere this; but, having taken much trouble to institute inquiries, 
we can vouch for the accuracy of the subjoined statements. 

The point to which we will primarily advert must necessarily be that 
which most concerns the tax-payers of the place, namely, the annual con- 
tribution of £20,000 towards the cost of the garrison. That this demand 
in the first instance was most unjust we hope to prove below; but that its 
continuance hereafter would be iniquitous cannot be doubted. The fact 
of the Legislative Couneil having acceded to the demand is only to be 
accounted for by the pressure brought to bear by the Colonial-office on 
the official members thereof; for, it what is whispered be true, one of such 
holding a high Government position who had the honesty (or, as Down- 
ing-street would say, the audacity) to vote against it, has received @ cau- 
tion to be more submissive in future. 

With these preliminary remarks we will proceed to lay before our 
readers a few facts as to how the troops stationed here are employed, de- 
fining as far as practicable the Imperial and colonial services. ‘The prin- 
cipal duty of the troops here is to protect the public buildings and stores, 
To do this there are nesr a dozen guards, only two of which (those at Go- 
vernment-house and the Treasury) can be said to be for the benefit of the 
colony. The remainder, with one or two exceptions, are for purely Im- 
perial purposes; such as the three or four mounted over the magazines 
and at the naval yards. 

‘The above constituting the main duties ofthe troops, it will be perceived 
that the only advantage Hong Kong derives in exchange for its £20,000 
respective of the moral effect produced on the Chinese by 
that of two guards of a few men each, But as there are 
military establishments here in addition to soldiers, we must take into con= 
sideration the object for which they are maintained, which we do not 
hesitate to say are entirely Imperial. There is firstly the Major-General 
and his staff This cannot by any process of argument be considered 
chargeable to our tax-payers, for he is commanding the troops in China and 
Japan, and were none of H. M.'s forces anywhere in these regions but here, 
no officer of such rank would be sent to command so small a garrison. 
There is next the Military Store Department, which would have to be kept 
up to almost its present strength were the whole of the troops withdrawn to- 
morrow, a3 it certainly has ten times as much work to do with the navy as 
with the army. And then there is the Commissariat, more Imperial than 
any of the others; for it is, so to speak, the agent of the British Treasury, 
through whom all its monetary transactions in China and Japan are con- 
ducted, and by whom all disbursements on account of it, for naval, diplo- 
matic, and consular services are made. 

We submit to our readers that we have proved most conclusively that 
the demand made by the Colonial-office for £20,000 a year was in the 
first instance most disproportionate, and therefore exorbitant, unjust, and 
in the manner of its enforcement arbitrary. 

It such was the case when there were two regiments here, it will become 
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absolute di 
the garrison. 

‘There is one other point of very great moment to the colony which 
seems to have escaped the observation of everybady, and that is, how will 
the prospects of the Mint be affected by the withdrawal of the troops? 
‘That its success depends entirely on its security nohody will question; 
and that itsgituation affords none is proved by the piracy which recently 
took place under its very wall. Unless it is properly protected nobody 
rill coarust dollars or epecte to iis care, and te. anure that object. was 
originally intented to have had a captain's guard of some fifty men over it. 

‘This arrangement cannot under present circumstances be carried out, 
and we hear that the building of the guard-house has beer suspended. 
We should much like 10 know what is proposed to be done to meet the 
difficulty. The promised time for commencing operations is very near, and 
delay means loss of revenue. We do not believe that even a Hong Kong 
Government would propose to entrust the safety of the Mint to Hindoos 
and Lascars, and where uropeans are to be procured we cannot opine. So 
that we may as well prepare ourselves for the adjournment sine die of the 
opening of this much vaunted establishment. In conclusion we express a 
hope, that as the Legislative Council will meet on Tuesday, some indepen- 
dent member will procure for the community more exact inteiligence on 
the various points mooted in t! ticle, which so deeply interest every 
resident here, by requesting his Excellency the acting Governor in the first 
place to lay on the table a copy of the despatch received some mails ago, 
stating that one regiment was to be withdrawn, and then asking for infor- 
mation on the following subjects, as to whether any intimation had 
been received of the intention of the Colonial-office to abandon or lessen its 
demand for a yearly contribution towards military expenses, whether any 
protest had been made against the reduction of the garrison, and, lastly, 
what steps it was proposed to take to protect the Mint.

* The directors considered that this proposed redistribution of shares 
will more fully meet the interests of shareholders at the present moment 
than would be done by an increase of the subscribed capital.

« Hong Kong, February 26, 1866.” 

Mr. SutHeRcanp said the proprietors had unanimously consented. at 
the general meeting, to suspend discussion on this point till the present 
moment. It would be observed that the proposal now before the meeting 
differed considerably from the tors’ first announcement of their views 
with regard to increasing the capital of the bank, the reason of which 
ply was that the status of the bank had, since that time, been altered 
in very important respects. He had already explained, at the general 
meeting, what the views of the directors were in dé to increase the 
capita). First, that the bank really required a larger amount to be paid 
up. Secondly, that it would be a desirable policy to widen their constitu- 
ency. And thirdly, that the reserve or unpaid capital of the bank, being 
only $2,500,000, was held by the most competent authorities to be insulfi- 
cient. On the last of these points he should explain that London 
bankers, and others from hom the bank had to receive very large credit, 
in order to carry on it operations properly, always looked to the amount 
of unpaid, rather than of paid capital, as the reserve from which to make 
good untoreseen losses. They had therefore been advised to increase their 
nominal capital to $10,000,000, only calling up actually such a very 
moderate amount of it as the bank really required for working. 

‘Taking this and the other objzcts they had in view into consideration, 
the directors had intended to propose the issue of new capital to the extent 
of $2,500,000, which would have made the subscribed capital of the bank 
equal to $7,500,000. _ This they entertained under the impressi 
bank would continue, for some timeat least, under the Compa 
of 1865. But before they could bring their proposals forward, the Secre- 
tary of State disallowed the operation of that act as far as concerns banks 
while he, at the same time, offered to grant the Hong Kong and Shangha 
Banking Company a distinct incorporation on terms which he (the speaker) 
trusted would prove even more advantageous than ordinary registration 
under the “limited liability” law. Of these conditions he would only 
say at present that they were under discussion, and any delay in com- 
pleting the incorporation could only arise from the desire of the directors 
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to secure the most favourable terms for the interests of the bank. One of 
the most prominent conditions of incorporation they however already 
knew, namely that the shareholders would have, as is usual with all char- 
tered banks, to be answerable for twice the amount of subscribed capital. 
They would, therefore, be bound tg the extent, not of five, but of ten 
millions of dollars. 

This would fully meet the reserve of unpaid capital looked for from 
London and elsewhere ; and it rendered the directors, therefore less anxious 
than they had been to issue new shares. In fact they felt that if they 
called for au additional $250,000 of subscribed capital, that the proprie- 
tors being then answerable to the extent of $15,000,000, their responsi- 
bility would be almost needlessly increased without any commensurate 
object. Of course the question of responsibility for such an amount was not 
ene likely to occur practically, but it was as well to avoid it in any shape, 
beyond what was absolutely necessary. This then was the reason which 
induced the directors to vary their original proposals, ‘The proprietors 
would understand that the primary reason for additional paid up capital 
continued in force. To carry on the business entrusted to the bank, the 
directors would require 500,000 additional paid up capital in the course 
of the present year. Comparing their business and their paid up capital 
with those of other Eastern banks, it would be seen that the latter was 
inadequate ; and asthe bank had to spread out7in other directions than 
merely Hong Kong and Shanghai, in order to ‘satisfy the wants of their 
constituents, a call on the shares or an issue of new stock was imminent. 
In recommending the former, the directors considered that there would be 
agreat advantage in diminishing the nominal or subscribed value of the 
shares to half its present amount, and they therefore recommended that 
course. The subscribed share of $125 would be a far more manageable 
commodity than one of double the amount ; and there would also be an 
advantage in having one class of shares fully paid up, and one with a 
‘smaller sum paid on them. 

With regard to the extension of the proprietary, although the directors 
considered it a most desirable object, they did not, as they were not now 
recommending a fresh is:ue of capital, feel themselves justified in asking 
the existing shareholders to yield their claims in respect of anv portion of 
the 45,000.00 which they had originally subscribed. Still if any of them 
felt inclined to reject the shares to be offered them under this proposal, the 
directors did not doubt their ability to allot those shares otherwise for the 
advantage of the bank. With these few explanatory remarks, he would 
beg leave to propose as follows :— 

“That the existing 20,000 shares, $250 each, which constitute the 
capital of the bank, shall be divided into 40,000 of $125. That of the 
latter, 20.000 shares, fully paid up, shall be exchanyAd for the scrip held 
by the present shareholders; and that the remaining 20,000 shares, on 
which a call of $25 per share will be made on the Ist of July, be offered 
at par to the present sharcholders, rateably according to the number of 
shares held by each person.” 

Mr. Nissen rose to second the resolution, and the Catrman invited 
the shareholders to put any amendment they might think advisable. 

Dr. Munnay addressed the chairman with a view to know whether 
every shareholder, in return for his scrip, was entitled to one share fully 
paid up, and one share on which a call of $25 per share would be made 
in July next; and whether each holder of scrip would be at liberty to 
accept or refuse the shure; and also whether the present sharebulders 
would be entitled to claim any shares refused by others. He would beg 
to move, as.an amendment, that all unappropriated shares be divided pro 
rata among the shareholders according to application, and that none should 
be offered to the public until the whole proprietary had refused to accept 
them. 

‘The Dercty-CHatnMan said that he thought that very few shares, if 
any, would not be taken by the original shareholders, but that should any 
remain unallotted, the directors might be able to dispose of them at a 
premium. He thought that Dr. Murray's amendment would be better 
put in the form ofa separate resolution if the main proposal was carried. 

Dr. Munnay agreed to this, and Mr. Sutherland's proposal being put, 
was unanimouely carried. 






















and Mr. Bosman seconded, a resolution to the 
effect that any surplus shares rejected by one set of proprietors should be 
tendered to the other shareholders. 

Mr. Wuyre expressed his opinion that the directors were the be 
judges of what would be most advisable in the case referred to, and pro- 
posed, as an amendment to Dr. Murray's resolution, that the appropriation 
of any unalloted shares should be left entirely to the directors. 

Mr. Waker seconded the amendment, which being put to the meeting 
was carried by a large majority.

changed. 

Some remarks were made by a Shareholder to the effect that the Ist of

Ar length, it seems, the Chinese have followed the example 
already set by their more enterprising neighbours, the Japanese, 
by sending a mission to Europe. At present, Prva, the chief 
member of it, accompanied by Mr. Hart, has arrived at 
Marseilles by the present mail, and tke others will doubtless 
follow shortly under the care of Mr. Wapz. This is a welcome 
event, for two reasons. In the first place, it entirely sets 
at rest all doubt fegarding the security of Mr. Hart's position, 
which some ill-founded rumours lately represented as doubiful. 
The rumour alluded to came to us from China, where it cer- 
tainly was current, having been given in more than one of the 
local papers, and mentioned in several private letters ; we heartily 
rejoice, however, to learn that it was entirely without foundation. 
But the chief reason for gratulation is the good effect on the 
mutual relations between China and the Treaty Powers which 
must result from a party of intelligent officials visiting Europe 
under the guidance of two gentlemen go well versed in the Chinese 
language and Chinese diplomacy as Messrs, WapE and Hart. No 
one doubts that the two visits of the Japanese Envoys to Europe 
have had a marked effect in promoting the development of 
amicable relations with their Government ; and we have every 
reason to look confidently for an equally satisfactory result in 
the case of China. It is unfortunate that Prince Kune cannot 
visit us himself; it is to be hoped, however, that au able avd 
intelligent representative has been selected. 

















CHINA STEAMSHIP AND LABUAN COAL COMPANY. 

A PANIC is @ most unaccountable thing, and when it has 
once set in will generally run its course somewhat after the 
fashion of a rabid dog, doing scuseless and causeless injury to 
all that comes in its way. All attempts to check it are futile ; 
but an effort may be made to confine it to a certain channel, 
and this has been to some extent accomplished in the case of 
the late panic in finance shares, which, while ruinously depre- 
ciating all property uf that description, was for a long while 
prevented from inflicting any serious injury on other branches 
of trade. Latterly, however, the fecling of insecurity seems to 
havo diffused itself over a wider rauge, aud shares in many first- 
rate banks and public companies have been unduly depressed. 
In a certain degree, this must of course be looked for as one of 
the results of any financial crisis; and it is unfortunate 
that at such a time shareholders should be so eager 
to publish their dissatisfaction at any temporary reverse, 
and to pour outa storm of indignation upon their dircctors 
and mauagers when they experience a lack of prosperity 
arising from uutoward circumstances entirely beyoud their 
control. 

At the adjourned mecting of the China Steamship and La- 
buan Coal Company, held on the 30th ultimo (minutes of 
which, together with the directors’ report, we publish in another 
columu), a number of the sharebolders present vented their dis- 
content at the absence of an immediate dividend with unusual 
vehemence ; forgetting that the effect of this unreasoning dis- 
Pparagement of their own property was equiyalent to what a 





homely aphorism terms “cutting off one’s nose to spite one’s 
face.” The Chairman was assailed by a perfect storm 


| of complaints because the ships first acquired by the 


company had to be resold; because a dividend of 20 per 
cent. had not been declared (!) ; because there was a heavy 
arrear on the first ‘call; because the shares were not at a pre- 
mium ; and because, in fact, everything was not couleur de rose 
‘The Chairman, whose courteous bearing under very trying cir- 
cumstances was deserving of all praise, was at last permitted to 
explain that it was quite as possible to sell steamers at a profit 
as at a loss; that as the company had only got fairly to work 
in the middle of the year, there had really been no time to 
make a profit out of which a dividend could be declared ; that 
the arrears of the first call were being collected (by the way, it 
does not seem to have struck these shareholders that the non- 
payment of calls was a default on the part of a portion of their 
own body, and not a fault of the directors) ; and, with regard 
to the present depreciation in the value of the shares, the 
Chairman wisely counselled that virtue which will have to be 
largely exercised by shareholders in other companies besides 
their own—patience. A gentleman having sensibly pointed out 
that the course adopted by the dissatisfied shareholders in 
“ bullying ” the directors did more harm to their own property 
than anything else, a threatened vote of want of confidence— 
which must, if carried, have exercised a disastrous effect ou the 
interests of the company—was averted, and the report was 
finally adopted. 

In reality, the prospects of the company are excellent. It is 
admitted on all hands that neither of the companies as they 
separately existed achieved any success, but from the amalga- 
mation of them the best results were, and are, confidently 
anticipated. With enlarged facilities at their head-quarters in 
Labuan ; ready access to numerous profitable markets ; new and 
important sources of revenue in timber, petroleum, and coal oil, 
the operations of the company will necessarily become very ex- 
tensive and proportionately remunerative. The amalgamation 
having been so recently effected, some little time must yet 
elapse before the resources of the company can be fully de- 
veloped. That the next annual report will be of a more 
encouraging nature there can be little doubt, if the shareholders 
will in the meantime be patient and “ pull together.” 


THE BISHOFRIC OF VICTORIA, 

Ar the monthly meeting of the board of incorporated 
members of the Society for the Propagation of the 
Gospel in Foreign Parts, held in March, a notice was 
given by the Rev. W. Denton of a resolution to be 
adopted by the society to present a respectful address to 
his Grace the Archbishop of CanTersory, calling his attenticn 
to the injurious effects to the English Church in China caused 
by the long delay in filling up the vacant bishopric of Victoria. 

At the April meeting of the board, held on the 20th ultimo, 
it was stated that the standing committee of the society, at its 
weckly meeting, had adopted the proposal in concurrence with the 
recommendation of Bishop SaiTH, one of the Vice-Presidents of 
the society and an ex-officio member of [the standing committee ; 
at whose suggestions a few slight verbal alterations were made in 
the wording of the resolution, as finally adopted by the monthly 
board, An address in accordance therewith is to be presented 
to his Grace, as the President of the society. 

It will be seen from the reply of the Sxcnerary of Srate for 
the Corontes to Mr. Serwyn’s question in the House of Com- 
mons on the 24th ult., that the long-promised general legisla- 
tivo measure for the regulation of the Colonial Church and 
Episcopate is to be introduced ut an early period. It is ex- 
pected that the vacant bishopric of Victoria will thus soon be 
filled by a new appointment.

THE CHINESE MISSION TO EUROPE. 


(PALL MALL GAZETTE.) 

Thereis truth, we are glad to learn, inthe report, on which doubt has 
been thrown by the Horg Kong journals, that the Chinese Government is 
on the point of sending a mission to Europe. So great and unexpected a 
departure from “old custom” might well be received with a little 
credulity, and the “ Brother of the Sun,” as the Celestial Emperor has 
been called in Europe (not in China), has not yet got the length of ac- 
crediting envoys to Her Majesty the Queen; but he is so far departing 
from all precedent as to send an unofficial mission to Europe. It is to be 
composed of two mandarins, one of whom isa member of the Chinese 
Foreign-office, and the other secretary to one of the six boards; 
and it will be accompanied by several students, who have been 
selected from the Chinese Foreign School at Peking. This arrange- 
ment, which was suggested to Prince Kung by Mr. Hart, the head of the 
Maritime Customs, has been approved of in an Imperial decree, and was 
about to be formally notified to all the treaty Ministers for the i 
of their Governments. The efficials are not to be accredited in the 
ordinary international way to European Courts, and are coming simply to 
tee what isto be seen in London, Paris, St. Petersburg, Copenhagen, 
and Berlin, and totake notes. ‘They will be accompanied by a French 
and by an English interpreter, both belonging to the Customs, and it is 
probable that the students will make a prolonged stay in this part of the 
world. 

This appears really a great step in advance, when we consider how 
careful the Chinese Government has always been to guard itself from 
the admission that it could possibly learn anything from foreign nations 
and how closely a contrary pretension has been bound up with the very 
theory of that Government. ‘Though the Chinese are a remarkably 
literary people, and their mandarins are officially literati, they have up 
till now shown no desire to make themselves acquainted with foreign 

atures, ideas, and customs, and have adhered to the 
t their own writings contain the ne plus ultra of wisdom. Only 
a few * linguists,” shopkeepers, and servants have, for purposes of imme- 
diate gain, learned to talk the barbarous dialect called “ Pidgin English,” 
which consists of a very limited number of English words, mingled 
with a few of Portuguese, and two or three of Arabic, elongated 
and softened by Chinese pronunciation, and used in accordance with 
Chinese idiom in such a wonderful manner that new comers from Eng- 
land not unfrequently fancy, on first hearing it, that they are listening to 
the ting tong of real Chinese. It is said in the histories of China that 
to early as B.c. 2000 foreign ambassadors paid their respects to that 
highly favoure4 country, and since that period numerous embassies have 
been sent to it from various parts of the world; but the only missions seat 





















\ from China, of which we have been able to find any trace, were two in- 
‘formal ones, like the present, despatched to Manila b the Celestial Em-

Upon the usual proposition of the chairman to have the report taken as 
read, a shareholder objected, and several complaints were made that the 
reports had not been sent out early enough to be of practical use to 
shareholders living at a distance. 

The Carman explained that the publication of the reports had waited 
upon the arrival of the Indian mail, and that it was impossible to get them 
prepared until the middle of last week. 

The report, which we publish blow, was then taken as read. 

The Cuaraaan, taking up each point in the report, and enlarging upon 
it, moved its adoption. 

‘Two or three shareholders rose at once to ask questions, and the meet- 
ing decided to hear them in preference to Mr. Morel, whom the chairm: 
wished to speak. Various questions were asked and complaints made be- 
cause the ships which in ghe prospectus were described as well fitted for the 
service had now to be sold as worthless; because a dividend of 20 per 
cent. had not been declared; because the balance-sheet showed a loss of 
£30,000 and no gains ; because the company’s property, assets and pros- 
pects, had not been sufficiently described ; and hecause there was a heavy 
arrear on the first call. One shareholder pointed out that although there 
was cause for much complaint in the past, the word of the hon. baronet in 
the chair ought to be a guarantee as to the future. It should be remem- 
bered that to come there and “ bully and blackguard ” the directors injured 
their own property as much as anything else. 

More than a dozen shareholders, whose names did not transpire, de- 
nounced the reportas highly unsatisfactory, and the chief portion of anhour 
was spent in asking questions, in reply to which, 

The Cuairman said as to what bad been asked respecting the cost of 
forming and bringing out the company, the company was brought out 
under the auspices of the Credit Foncier, who it was well knowa did not 
do things for nothing. (Laughter.) 

Several SHAREHOLDERS: State the amount. 

The CuatRman said any shareholder who chose to apply to the proper 
quarter might obtain further details, but they ought not to be given at a 
public meeting. (Oh, Oh,” «Tell us now,” “Be honest,” &.) He 
begged respectfully to ask the meeting to accept this as his decision. 
(Renewed uproar, during which one gentleman moved the instantaneo 
adjournment of the meeting, and another charged the chairman with being 
afraid to tell the truth.) No loss, but on the contrary, a profit, was an- 
ticipated from the sale of ships, Details as to the profit and loss account 
might be obtained at the company’s office. Asto the low state of the 

if shareholders would only exercise patience they would have no 
reason to complain. (Laughter.) The remuneration to directors had 
been fixed at about £250 each. The board thought they could see their 
way to meet all liabilities coming due without making furtber calls. They 
were pressing for various arrears of calls, and bad no doubt upon being 
able to get them without trouble. 

A SHARENOLDER said the information as to remuneration of directors 
had taken a good many gentlemen by surprise, especially as it was stated 
at the former meeting that none was to be allowed. 

The Citarnman explained that the statement made upon that point at 
the former meeting related only to the Labuan Coal Company. 

Mr. Mitten, M.P., caid he was for many years a director in that com- 
pany Without receiving any remuneration. 
Mr. Price, the manager, said that there was every ground to calculate 
that the Labuan mines would from this time yield at the rate of 30000 
tons of steam coal per year, at 25s. per ton, making an income of £87,500. 
‘As the expenses in Labuan were but £12,000, there was nothing to pre- 
vent the difference being absolute profit to the company. As to the ships, 
the revival of freights which had been so long expected bad already begun, 
and this company had a collateral security against loss which other ship- 
owners had not in consequence of their being possessors of coal mines as 

well as ships. 

‘Mr. Moret, the surveyor, said if the yield of coal came up to the ex- 
pectations, the railway he had surveyed would pay 6 per cent. The 
difficulty of getting the coal from the mine to the harbour was the chief 
obstacle to be overcome, and that would be met by the railway. The 
quality of coal was equal to English cannel, and he had beard it spoken 
very highly of by eminent engineer officers who had visited the island, 
Peiroleum in Labuan was no doubt very plentiful, The railway would 
run through the very heurt of the jungle which abounded with valuable 
camphor wood, so that the means of communication were close by the 
sources whence the supplies of petroleum and wood would be derived. 

The Soxictror of the company, in reply to various references which 
had been made to the difference between the prospectus and the report, 
said it might satisfy some gentlemen toknow that some shareholders whowere 
proceeded agsinst endeavoured to evade payment by trying to raise the 
plea of a fraudulent prospectus.

Lease.—Her Majesty's Government having fully satisfied themselves of 
the ability of the company to develop the resources of the island, and 
taking into consideration the large sums already expended by them in 
opening out the coalfield, have at length granted the company, on most 
favourable terms, a lease, conferring extensive and valuable rights, in ad- 
dition to the coal: namely, of raising petroleum, cutting timber, and 
working the other marketable products of Labaun, as well as a large con- 
cession of land. This secures the local position of the company, and 
will enable your board to carry out their views for the production of 
coal oil and petroleum, the sale of wood, and the settlement of emigrants, 
which they could net fully undertake with safety until the security of a 
lease had been obtained. 

‘Wonks at CoaL Potnt.—The works at Coal Point consist of the A 
pit, 45 fathoms deep, with adits and other workings, winning a very 
considerable coalfield, and capable, with a full supply of labour, of produc- 
ing 200 tons of coal and upwards daily ; also a second pit, called the B pit, 
in course of sinking. which has made considerable progress. This latter 
shaft will be 90 fathoms deep, and will win as much coal as the company 
can work for some years. (Mr. Sinclair estimates above a million of tons, 
exclusive of the field already won.) ie 

‘The company at the outset suffered from two causes neither of which is 
now in operation, but both were equally prejudicial to their interests, 
First, the effects of the American war, which induced ships seeking cotton 
cargoes to take out coals from this country at nominal freights; and, 
secondly, the persistent depreciation of the Labuan, by interested parties 
who were engaged in the disposal of English, coal. The statements and 
reports circulated respecting the quality and properties of Labuan coal, 
though perfectly groundless, were nevertheless most damaging, And it 
was only by the most energetic conduct in the first instance of Mr. Price, 
during his mission to China, and subsequently on the part of Mr. Pitman, 
that they were completely and satisfactorily disproved. Labuan coal has 
now taken ils place on a footing with the best English coal in the markets 
of China and Singapore, and is in demand at remunerative prices. 

Mr. Sixcuatr.—Mr. Edward Sinclair, the manager at Labuan, who 
had resigned his appointment, has since entirely recovered his health and 
returned last month under a new agreement, taking his family with him. 
The board look to the results of his superintendence with great confi- 

jence. 

Pernotecm.—The directors were of opinion, from various indications 
in the coal field at Labuan, that the existence of petroleum springs there 
was extremely probable, the more so as they had found by experiment 
that the coal contains a large portion of the products to which petroleum 
is nearly allied. ‘They therefore instructed Mr. Morel, a civil engineer of 
experience, who proceeded to Labuan to survey the country for the pro- 
posed railway, to inspect those places where it was probable the oil might 

found, He returned lately, and reports springs to exist in three places 
in large quantities, and his report is fully confirmed by Mr. Pitman, 
Mr. Fenwick, acting superintendent, and Dr. Coulthard, the resident 
medical officer. 

Coat Oit.—In consequence of the success of the experiments as to the 
oil-producing qualities of the coal, reported to the last meeting, the diree- 
tors have ordered twelve retorts, which will be sent out immediately, to distil 
oil from the small coal, which has not been hitherto utilised. This is very 
important, as the result of native labour is that a large percentage of the 
coal sent to bank is too small for shipping purpose. A person experienced 
in the manufacture of oil and other products from coal and shale goes out 
with these retorts, and it may be noticed here that the most valuable shale 
for this purpose exists in enormous quantities in Labuan, no less than 15 
fathoms of it being in the strata through which the A pit is sunk, 

‘TimseR.—The island of Labuan is covered with forest consisting of 
many sorts of marketable woods, of which the camphor tree and others 
grow to great size, and command high prices in the China market, The 





























new lease empowers the company {o fell this timber ; and the wood which 
it will be necessary to cut on the line of the railway alone will meet a con- 
siderable portion of the cost of that undertaking. Mr. Sinclair has been 
directed to develop this branch of the property, and the directors look 
upon the result as a valuable additiont to the furure income of the company. 

Rattway.—The present mode of shipping coal is by lighters filled at a 
jetty and taken alongside vessels loading in the roadstead at the north end 
of the island, contiguous to the pits. During the spring and summer this 
mode only involves delay and breakage, but the inconvenience is very 
severely felt in the avtumn and winter during the prevalence of the 
north-east monsoon, when it is sometimes impossible, for three weeks 
at a time, to get lighters alongside, and then not without wetting 
the coal, which causes it to heat. On this account more than one 
cargo has been rejected. At the south end of the island, and seven miles 
distant from the present workings, is the capital of the island and seat of 
Government, called Victoria, with a fine harbour of safe and easy access, 
perfectly sheltered from all winds, with 30 feet of water within 200 feet of 
the shore. As the produce of coal increases, a tramway to this point will 
become of absolute necessity. In September last, therefore, Mr. Morel 
was sent out to survey the line and estimate the expense of ccnstructing 
atramway to Victoria capable of discharging the coal into the ships, 
thereby saving all delay as well as the damage from water and breakage. 
The directors have to report that this survey has been made in a space of 
time which does the highest credit to Mr. Morel’s uctivity, energy, and 
ability. He reports that there is no difficulty whatever, and that the whole 
works, including jetty and rolling stock, can be completed for £27,000. 
His plans, sections, and estimate are before the board, and they will lose 
no time in arranging to carry out the works, The Government have con- 
ceded 650 acres of land per mile of railway to the company, which will be 
cleared and settled as the work progresses. 

Lanoun.—This question has been the cause of much anxiety, 
but as soon as the heads of agreement were settled with the 
Government, the directors at once proceeded to obtain emigrants 
to place on the company's lands. ‘The first body, consisting 
of 100 families, have landed at Labuan, where houses had been 
provided for them, and they will now be regularly followed by others, 
which will obviate all difficulty on the score of labour; and as these people 
are most frugal and industrious, they will assist the revenue of the com- 
pany by occupying and leasing their lands. 

Bonweo.—in addition to the company's lease inthe island of Labuan, 
they hold a charter from the Sultan of Borneo of the right of mining coal 
in a district extending from Minkabong to Tanjong Barram, a distance of 
120 miles. ‘The company’s superintendent has concluded an agreement 
with the Sultan, by which he has granted the free navigation of the Bruni 
river to the vessels of the company, a most valuable concession, as the 
tonnage duties to other vessels of one dollar a ton operate as a bar to all 
commerce. 

‘The directors look forward with much confidence to the results of these 
arrangements. 

‘The disposal of those ships which are least suited for the trade, and their 
replacement by others, the increased productive power of the mines, the 
enhanced price of coal, as well as the new sources of revenue to be ex- 
pected from petroleum, lubricating oil, wood, and land, all combine to 
place the position of the company on a footing it has never reached before ; 
and placing this report so fully before the shareholders of the company, 
the directors can only conclude by expressing their undiminished confi- 
dence in the value of the property, and their opinion that no circumstances 
with which they are at present acquainted are likely to interfere with the 
prospect of earning a satisfactory dividend when the proposed works shall 
have been carried out.—By order of the board of directors,

MARKED BY SMALL-POX. 

The following letter from Major Brine embodies some valuable 
information on the influence of light in aggravating the effects 
of this disease :— 

S1n,—Since the year 1849, when I was first quartered in Ireland, have 
given this “most dreadful scourge” a great deal of consideration, and 
have carefully watched its resulis in the East and West Indies, Turkey, 
China, Japan, and at home. 

‘The numerous comparisons I have made on the subject with the natives 
of those parts, as also with our own soldiers and sailors, have all impressed 
me with the idea that light tends to mark the patient. Airis highly neces- 
sary, but light should, as far as possible, be avoided, if only by the use of 
yellow blinds, As a rule, it has been my observation that our soldiers are 
more marked than our sailors, which I attribute to the absence of great 
light between decks in our ships ; although sailors, especially in the mer- 
cantile marine, are more frequently attacked. This latter circumstance 
arises from their being more crowded, their frequenting a larger number 
of foreign ports, and their irregularity of living when there, all of which 
causes render them more susceptible to the disease. 

Now, [have always noticed, and I think your readers will, on reflection, 
find they have noticed also, that those patients most exposed to light are 
the most often marked. Again, the face is always more marked than the 
body, which may be accounted for by the previous action of light, and 
the fact of the body being kept covered, after making every allowance for 
the natural inclination of patients, particularly women, to feel their faces. 
For the prevention of this, looking-classes olten are moved out of reach, 
and masks are fortunately sometimes resorted to. _ In tropical countries 
Kuropeans are always more disfigured than the natives, also more than 
they would be in colder latitudes, which, again, may be attributed to the 
action of the sun, and likewise to the propensity of Europeans in great 
heat to throw aside their bed clothing. Generally, I dare say that ciergy- 
men who visit small-pox wards or cases would bear me out in remarking 
that the patients in the beds most exposed to the light are the most 
marked. 

‘A year ago, when I was attacked by small-pox in China, I made various 
experiments on inyself, and the result was that the parts of the body most 
carefully concealed from the light were the least marked. Lately, I have 
made trial on a few other cases of small-pox; some of the patients to 
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whom both air and light were allowed were slightly, and one badly marked ; 
none of those from whom light was excluded were marked at all. At the 
famous French hospital of St. Louis, for skin-diseases, it was declared that 
when the hospital became over-crowded those patients placed in the cells 
fared the best. 

The present system, as pursued by private medical practitioners, of 
causticising the face and painting with collodion, helps to exclude light, 
and thereby reduce inflammation ; 80 does oiling the face, as practised at 
the Smallpox Hospital at Highgate, although there the light is not ex- 
cluded, nor are masks employed. Mr. Marson, the resident surgeon of 
that institution, and who during the twenty-eight years of his residence 
there has had 15,000 cases of small-pox through his hands, told me that 
he could only attribute the circumstance of the extremities, viz., the face 
and hands, suffering so severely, to their having been previously so much 
exposed tothe light and air. It is a peculiarity also that the hands of 
persons who use soda in large quantities, as potmen and laundresses, bear 
terrible traces. Although medical men know pretty well when a patient 
will be badly marked, still no average amongst the attacked can be calcu- 
lated, as so many persons become gradually marked after recovery. This, 
I think, is attributable to the subsequent effects of their being exposed at 
too early a stage to the light. Whilst I am on this point allow me to draw 
attention to the total absence of a convalescent hospital for small-pox 
patients, The result of this omission in uur charities is that the patients 
are too soon turned into the streets, thereby being hastily exposed to the 
rays of the sun, to say nothing of their spreading the disease broadcast in 
our towns, Why—if infection is not dreaded at that stage of their 
recovery, why do other convalescent hospitals refuse, as they at 
present do, to take them in? As a broad principle, fair people 
‘are marked more than dark—white races more than black—although 
the latter suffer the most fatally from the disease—as Jamaica, 
the West Indies, and the Coast of Africa, where small-pox rages often 
in a most malignant form, In England, at the worst, it is always ofa 
modified character, Sir James Gibson, Director-general of the Army 
Medical Department, informs me that no experiment on the subject of 
light in its influence on small-pox has ever been made, and, further, that 
no means exist of making any; Mr. Marson also says that he is unaware 
of any trial. Yet Professor Owen, Dr. Bruce Jones, Dr. Kirk, of the 
Zambesi expedition; Dr. Protheroe Smith, Mr. Nunn, and Mr. Du 
Chaillu (lately returned from the equatorial region of West Africa owing 
to the fatal ravages of this dire disease), with all of whom I have recently 
communicated, are of opinion that the theory is well worthy of experi- 
ment. 

Hence my troubling you to try and bring this about, also to advocate 
aconvalescent hospital for smail-pox patients, The former can do no 
harm, and the latter cannot fail to produce most beneficial results.—I 
am, &c-, Frepeaic Bare, Major Royal Engineers. 



































THE MORTALITY AT HONG KONG. 
(PALL MALL GAZETTE.) 

There is a remarkable contrast, which can hardly fail to strike even the 
most superficial observer, between the care taken of our troops in India 
and the utter neglect, if not worse than neglect—the deliberate and invi- 
dius parsimony—which is displayed by the War Office in regard to our 
soldiers in China. In the former instance we find the health of the men 

ade the subject of elaborate medical reports; the doctors are consuited 

to how they should be lodged, and wh they should have to eat and 
drink, and their advice is carried out at a large, but undoubtedly a wise 
and economical expense. In the new barracks there is an ample supply of 




















for the health and well-being of the soldiers suddenly disappear. We are 
exceedingly liberal when we are spending Indian money; but it is quite 
different when we have to pay anything out of our own pockets. The 
sanitary conditions of the situation in which the troops are posted are 
apparently ignored. If doctors send in reports, they are left unread. If 
generals remonsirate, their remonstrances are unheeded. Troops are 
despatched to China without any arrangements being made for their 
accommodation when they reach the end of their voyage. They are 
huddled anywhere, in warehouses and “ go-downs” hired for the occasion. 
‘When disease begins to play havoc in their ranks, no relief is sent to 
diminish the burden of their duties; and overwork steps in to aid the too 
active pestilence in reducing the garrison to the mere skeleton of itself. 
Even then a shrewd clerk in Pall Mall sees a chance of saving some paltry 
£50 a year by stopping the issue of umbrellas to orderlies and others, and 
the poor fellows, already exhausted by double duty, are left to trudye 
about unsheltered in the suliry heat. ‘The saving which the War Ottice 
hoped to gain by withdrawing the Indian soldiers from Hong Kong, and 
forming a garrison exclusively of Europeans, was, no doubt, more consi- 
derable; but when the Chancellor of the Exchequer comes to pay the ill 
for sending home the sick, and the War Office count up the able-bodied 
soldiers they have lost, at atime when soldiers are so acarce, the economy 
will be found to have been really a ruinous extravagance. The 2nd bat- 
talion of the 11th Regiment lost 42 per cent. of its entire number in less 
than nine months at Hong Kong. ‘The 2nd battalion of the 9th also 
suffered severely. Altogether, some 150 soldiers liave died, to say nothing 
of women and children, and men sent home with shattered constitutions, 
‘About £5,000 was saved in the first instance by the removal of the native 
Indian regiments, as the pay of the English troops was then reduced from 
the Indian to the colonial standard, But not less than between £330,000 
and £50,000 has been swallowed up in the expenses caused by the sick- 
ness and mortality of the troops consequent on this change in the garrison. 

A select committee of the House of Commons is to investigate this 
subject, and we have no desire to anticipate or to prejudice their report. 
‘We should like, however, to see the inquiry as searching and impartial as 

sible. ‘The War Office is sure to take care of itself, but there is some 
Tisk that officers at a distance may be made to feel the truth of the pro- 
verb, “ Les absents ont toujours tort.” We shall therefore venture to 
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suggest one or two points which the committee ought not to overlook. 
Lord Hartignton, in the debate on Colonel North's motion for a com- 
mittee, endeavoured to throw the blame on the local military authorities, 
But there is a discrepancy betwccn this charge and the official corre 
spondeniete On November 12, 1864, General Guy writes to the Wag 
ice: 

“ There will then remain no available accommodation for troops in this 
command, except the barracks and huts at Hong Kong and Kowloon, 
which will be absolutely required for the 2nd battalion of the 9th Regiment, 
their families, and those of the 8th battery Ind brigade R.A. I would 
therefore request your lordship’s instructions as to the disposal of the 2nd 
battalion of the IIth. which, by the Horse Guards letter of the 26th of 
August last, it is proposed to send to China, as under existing circum- 
stances it will be impossible to provide for it in this country.” 

In reply to this despatch Lord de Grey disclosed his plan of providing 
accommodation. It was proposed to make room for the 11th by sending 
away the Indian regiments. But the War Office ought to have been per- 
fectly aware that accommodation which is quite sufficient for native troops 
is totally unGt for European troops. The General, however, seems to bas 
felt himself fettered by the emphatic orders as to economy ; and hence 
the inadequate accommodation provided for the English troops. ‘The state 
of the hospitals has been compared, by those who had witnessed both, to 
the hospitals of Scutari, and yet, such as they were, the cost of hiro was 
£18,158. When General Guy informs Lord de Grey that he has sent 
away the Indian regiments, and again points out the impossibility, under 
existing circumstances, of providing for the 11th in China till additional 
accommodation be prepared for a second regiment at Hong Kong, Lord 
de Grey answers, “ Well, then, send them to Yokohama.” General Guy's 
reply is, “I cannot do this, for I must leave all but about 150 men at 
Hong Kong and Kowloon, for the withdrawal of the native regiments ren- 
ders their presence absolutely necessary for the performance of the garri- 
son duti Lord de Grey in other despatches harps on his having given 

ermission for the removal of the } 1th to Japan, always forgetting (bat, as 
e had withdrawn the native regiments from Hong Kong and Kowloon, 
the 11th was wanted there. But here is the focus of the correspondence. 

Ou April 8, 1865, General Guy encloses a medical report to Lord de 
Grey, and urges thet it affords matter for— 

“Serious consideration, both in a financial and a sanitary point of view, 
as to the expediency of substituting a regiment of Native Infantry from 
India for one of the two regiments of the line in the China command ;” 
and adds, “ Lam of opinion that many of the duties which soldiers are 
called upon to perform in this climate should be done by native troops, 
with a view to preserve as far as possible the health and efficiency of 
British soldiers, and at the same time to diminish the great expense attend- 
ing on replacing the casualties in a regiment of the line in such a climate 
as China.” 

Lord de Grey, however, while concurring us regards the interest which 
attaches to the results exhibited in this report, was not prepared to sanction 
the substitution of native for European troops as suggested, and on October 
31 General Guy returns to the charge :— 

“T would, in conclusion, request your lordship’s attention to the often 
expressed opinion of the medical officers who have served in China, viz., 
that the presence of a native battalion for the performance of garrison 
duty during the invariably unhealthy summer season at Hong Kong is 
absolutely essential for the preservation of the lives and health of the 
European troops. 

In No. 32, p. 31, the same fact is twice repeated, as the “ result of 
consultation with the senior medical officers.” 

Next, H.R.H. the Commander-in-Chief steps in and remonstrates 
the War Office, bringing forward the necessity of native troops, * at 
two native corps, in addition to one European regiment,” and suggestin, 
the foundation of a local corps in China. On January 4, 1866, his Roy: 
Highness again urges “the necessity of the garrison being reinforced by 
native troops as a measure of the utmost importance.” 

In answer to all these urgent appeals, Lord de Grey at last hits upon the 
expedient of sending to Hong Kong “a portion of the Ceylon Rifle 
Regiment” (who do not receive Indian allowances). In No. 52, 
his Royal Highness points out serious objections to this propos 
then, after waiting ten days, addresses a strong and peremptory letter to 
War Ollice. But in the meanwhile the mischief was being done. A 
whole year was wasted in a red-tape controversy, and on the 30th of June, 
just when the tragedy was culminating at Hong Kong, the War Office 
gave a flat refusal to the oft-repeated request for native troops, 









































TEA. 
(TRAVERS' CIRCULAR.) 
With the excoption of the Indian tea sues, held on the 26th April, it 


can hardly be said that there has been any market during the week. Mer= 
chants evince little disposition to sell at present prices, and most of the 
principal brokers have for the time withdrawn the teas they had on show, 
so that there is little or no tea offering, and the few who are willing to buy 
have to seek for what they require instead of having, as is commonly the 
case, numerous samples forced upon their notice. As the time for the 
publication of the Budget is announced, the state of uncertainty which 
has produced this stagnation will soon be removed, and it will then be 
seen whether the anticipations of those who look for a general rise will be 
realised, or whether the improvement will be confined to the resumption, 
on the usual scale, of a partially interrupted trade. The amount of busi: 
ness done in the market is usually accepted as a fair criterion of the coun- 
try demand for the time being, whether with justice or not is doubtful, but 
the rule certainly does not appear to hold good on this occasion ; from our 
own observation we are led to the conclusion that the retail trade have 
bought about an average quantity during the week, whilst the wholesale 
dealers have certainly held their hands. As this is not the first time this 
year that we have observed a discrepancy between the purchases of the 
wholesale and those of the retail trade, at the same period, we are some- 
what inclined to doubt the soundness of the conclusion that a rise must be 
expected because the stocks held by the retail trade are low. The un- 
advisability of holding heavy stocks of tea has been probably made appa- 
Tent to the retail trade as much from the recent agitation of the question 
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of their liability in case of fire, as from the dearness of money ; but both 
these causes, and a perception of the economy effected by short stocks, 
have tended to decrease the purchases in anticipation of wants by most re- 
tail grocers ; and we are glad to observe that the practice of purchasing in 
aquiet, in preference to an excited market, is gaining ground ; indeed, 
{f all were agreed on the propriety of purchases for immediate 

less fluctuations of price would take place in the t 
evenness of value would result, such as would not fail to check those vio- 
lent changes which are in the long run very doubtful benefits, even to 
those who profit most largely by them. 

Nearly 3,000 packages of Indian tea were offered at public sale. The 
prices obtained were in most instances about 2d. per Ib. lower, except for 
the finer kinds, and the quality was unsatisfactory. Green teas have been 
most in demand in the private market, but to effect sales lower prices 
have in some instances been accepted ; uncoloured Japans and Souchongs, 
from Is. 9d. to 2s. 4d., have also been taken to some extent for export. 
For other descriptions there is scarcely any inquiry, and very little busi- 
ness has been transacted. The Cambalu, from Foo-chow, is the only 
arrival reported since our last. About 7,000 packages of China tea are 
advertised for sale, and the larger proportion will be offered without re- 
serve. The market price of Common Congou is Is. per Ib. Broken leaf 
cannot be bought under 84d. per Ib. 

‘The most important intelligence that we have received from the Chinese 
mails, just arrived, differs materially from all that we have been in the habit 
of receiving of late from the same quarter, in that the news conveyed at 
the present time is of a highly satisfactory character. It appears from a 
telegram that the insurgent forces and the Nienfei have been compelled 
to abandon their contemplated attack on the inhabitants of Hankow, and 
to meet the Imperialist forces, by whom they have been routed, after an 
obstinate conflict lasting two days. It is uncertain whether credence can 
be given to the rumoured death of the rebel chief; but that the Imperialist 
victory was of a most decisive character is evident from the fact that a con- 
siderable portion of the Imperial army was immediately disbanded after the 
battle, whilst the residue went in quest of the Nienfei. The immediate 
consequence of this is that all fears as to the safety of Hankow and its 
European settlement are now removed ; and the natives, laying aside their 
timidity, are once again resuming their former commercial enterprise. 
Security from wrong and violence is a condition as essential to commerce 
in its early stages as credit is in its later developments. And now that the 
natives are regaining confidence, the usual improvement in trade may be 
expected to follow. The slackness in business that has prevailed in 
Shanghai during the last fortnight of which we have any news, that ending 
March 8th, is to be accounted for to some extent by the military events 
going on in other parts of the Empire, but principally by the paucity of 
desirable teas in the market at this time, the close of the season. This re- 
mark applies more especially to black teas, of which the quantity sold 
during the fortnight ending March 8h was only 788 chests, and 1,067 
half-chesta, that ia, about 120,000lbs. A rather better feeling prevailed 
with regard to greens, of which Moyune and Fychow obtained the readiest 
sale; the shipments of these for the fortnight amounted to only 370,880 Ibs. 
‘There was nothing doing at Hankow, and hardly anything more at Kiu- 
Kiang, though considerable shipments of greens were reported, as being 
forwarded to Shanghai on native account. From Foo-chow we hear that 
there are at present no vessels loading with tea for any port ; but one more 
—the concluding one of the season—is expected shortly to sail for London ; 
the settlements at this port have been only 30,000 lbs. of Congou during 
the fortnight. This temporary cessation from commercial interchange with 
European merchants gives opportunity to the teamen to make their usual 
Preparations for a new season; and our latest advices inform us that they 
are extensively engaged in this occupation. 

‘The rumour of a proposed embassy from China is, it isto be hoped, 
something more than the advent here of some half-dozen young men, as 
reported in tho daily papers a few days since. A properly constituted 
suite, including a few of the more enlightened Chinese officials, might 
carry away with them views respecting British rule and British commerce 
that would be far more effectual in paving the way for usin China than 
the ordinary methods at present in vogue among diplomatias, Seeing, it 
is said, is believing ; and we apprehend that nothing short of ocular de- 
monstration will ever pierce the obtuse obstinacy of the Chinese mind, 
which so resolutely refuses to acknowledge any greatness, any power, any 
antiquitity even, that is not invested with the _ prestige of Chinese associa- 
tions. A telegram dated April Ist, from Hong Kong, states that an important 
convention has been concluded between China, Great Britain, and France, 
represented by Prince Kung, Sir Rutherford Alcock, and the French 
Minister. 

We extract the following figures, showing the comparative exports of 
tea from China ports, from the Circular of Messrs. Dent and Co., of Hong 
Kong, under date March 14th :—

The Chartered Mercantile Bank of Indis, London, and China 
has issucd its eighth annual report, to be presented at the 
meeting appointed for the 15th inst. Considering the adverse 
circumstances against which all Eastern banks had to contend 
last year, the result must be highly satisfactory to the share- 
holders. After providing for all Lad and doubtful debts, and 
defraying cost of management at ail points, the net profit 
amounts to £38,203 6s. 11d., to which has to be added o sum 
of £65,760 7s, 3d., undivided profit brought forward from the 
preceding year, making a total £103,963 14s. 2d. Out of this 
sum £101,250 has been paid in two half-yearly dividends, 
namely, £63,750, or 84 per cent. on the 1st July, and £37,500, 
or 6 per cent. on the Ist January last, making together 13} 
per cent. for the year, The unappropriated balance of £2,713 
14s, 2d. is carried forward to the profit and loss account of the 
current year, The Mauritius agency was closed on the 31st 
December last. 

At the meeting of the Singapore Gas Company, held on the 
30th ult., the report of the directors was adopted, and a divi- 
dend at the rate of 74 per cent. per annum on the preference 
capital, aud at the rate of 3 per cent. on the original capital, 
free of income-tax, was declared. £172 1. 6d. is carried to 
new account, 

Bank shares have continued to decline, consequent upon the 
failure of Barned’s Banking Company and the recent disclosures 
of the gross mismanagement in the East of the affairs of the 
Commercial Bank Corporation of India and the East. Actuated 
by a feeling of fright, holders have indiscriminately forced upon 
the market shares in a large number of undertakings, many of 
which are known to be managed with extreme care and pru- 
dence. Anglo-Egyptian, Asiatic, Chartered Mercantile of India, 
London, and China, English Joint-Stock, Australian Chartered, 
Hindustan, Imperial Ottoman, National of Liverpool, aud North- 
Western have all given way. There has been a demand, how- 
ever, for Agra, Alliance, London Chartered of Australia, London 
Joint-Stock, Mercautile and Exchange, New South Wales, and 
Union of London, at better quotations. 

‘The Board of Trade Returns for the month and three months 
ended 31st March present very favourable results, The in- 
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crease in the value of our exports is steady, and is in 
measure to be accounted for by the gradual improvement in 
cotton and cotton manufactures, The total value of exports 
for the month of March was £17,520,354, against £13,770,154 
in 1865, and £13,555,674 in 1864, showing an increase of 
£3,750,200 over the former period, and of £3,964,680 over the 
latter. For the three months of the present year the total 
declared value was £46,991,165, for 1865 it was £35,635,707, 
and for 1864 £36,667,381. The increase, therefore, over 1865 
was £11,355,458, and over 1864 £10,523,784, and extends to 
nearly all the leading staples of export, and is especially ob- 
servable in the American trade. The present tables state also 
the value of the chief Imports in February, which was as 
under :—1864, £13,214,541; 1865, £12,854,779 ; 1866, 
£16,610,159. And for the months of January and February, 





1864, £20,734,897 ; 1865, £19,253,701 ; 1866, £26,457,723. 
The increase is therefore almost as great in the import as in 
export branch, and argues a gonerally active condition of trade, 
which involves, of course, corresponding demand upon the 
money market. The figures in these Returns specially referring
